Limestone Spring township IIS cases of 
whipping sre proved. Tho Committee 
awake every morning to find, in the yard 
by the hotel, a new crowd of victims to 
the Ku Klnx, some including whites who 
had goffered outrages which cannot be de- 
scribed with decency. After being whip- 
ped, the victim", well-known persons,were 
often commanded under pain of death to 
publish a card renouncing the Republican 
party. In a file of the South Carolina 
Spartan, a Democratic newspaper, forty- 
two tuch cards wero found recently pub- 
lished. At TJnionsville tbe Committee re- 
mained two day?, bat not an avowed 
white Republieon was found in the place, 
though members of the Committee were 
privately assured by a few that they 
would avow themselves if protected.

Steam superheated to 800 degrees, ia ad- 
mitted to these tnbef, while tho oil snr- 
ounds them on tho outside. A receiver 
laced on the top of the cylinder is filled 
with tponge, through which the petroleum 
vapor rises, and ie there mixed with eu- 
>erheated steam. ID (.his condition tho 
united vapors pass ditootly to the burner, 
nrnaoe, or blat-r, and are there ignked. 
Che power of this intensely heated blafct is 
aid to be so great, 'that tbe iron can 
>e brought to an incandescent heat in on&- 
itth the time usually required when coal 
s need. A jet of steam admitted to the 
generator is also claimed to effectually

the 
deposition of 
residuum, 


while the vapor is being gene-rated, end ii 
one-half the claims of its projectors are 
banded in fact, it will open up a new ace?

Heavy conBigrmontp 
are yearly made via tho Mediterranean, 
and tbe consumption of our great staple ii 
being rapidly pushed to tho Orient, and 
there is no reason why a brisk trade can- 
not be opened np via the Pacific route.

Wore, you ever m the "Oil Regions ?' 


No, that is not tho qnostion; were you 
ever there on a rainy day, when every 
step you take reminds yon of a "mortar 
bed" und you aro not very certain of being 
able to touch bottom ? If you cannot 


or to the Bffimative, as an editor is 
ofied io Itnow everything, how can 


you feel qualified to fidit a country news- 
paper ? 


Well, sir, hero we are on the* tank of 


tho far famed "Oil Creek," known almost 
as extensively as the gold diggings of 
California. Here we can look ont upon 
tho various "Faima"—and poor ones they 
must have been, too—«nch as the Tarr, 
Storey, Rynd, Steole ("Johnny") Miller 
acd MoClintock. 
Although in 
some 


instances quite large villages now cover 
much oi these "farms" the postoffices and 
stations on the railroad, still retain that 
appendix to the name oi the owners of 
these tracts. 


Tho original well here on the Tarr farm, 


struck some ten years since, is still pump- 
ing eight or ton barrels per day. 
This 


on«e flowed a» high as twenty-five hmn- 
dred barrels in twenty-four hours, and is 
one of the few lasting wells of this 
region. Tbe flat, for twenty rods or more 
around, was occupied with tanks set in the 
ground to retain tho oil. 
No tuch large 


walls are found any where now, and 
probably will not be. There (eerna to be 
some connection between the different "oil 
fiolds," so that tho exhaustion of the gas 
and the flooding of the water, forces the 
oil from one locality to another. 


Adjoining tho " Tirt" is the original 
" Storoy Farm," owned by the Columbia 
Oil Company, now culled the Columbia 
farm. Tbis is ouo of the modt productive 
and beat mnuauud farms of the oil region, 
and has proved very remunerative to the 
foriunato stockholders. 
Several Beaver 


county men have comfortable position* 
here in the|0mploy of this company. Tho 
ptodactions of the farm last year was 123,- 
702 barrels, being a daily average of 318 
barrels. 
They are putting down wells 


continually, to take the place of those thst 
become exhausted, and near tbe close of 
last year, had the fortune to strike a well 
producing ono hundred und thirty barrels 
per day. 


Twenty-seven miles of iron pipe, laid 


underground, are necessary for conducting 
oil, water and gas to and from the differ- 
ent wells. The whole, production in peven 
years haa been 1,562,078 barrel*, which 
would fill quite a pond. The dividends 
of the company have amounted in that 
time to $3,917,000 in cash. "Who would 
not like a few hundred shares in this com- 
pany ? 


Much of this success is due to tho effi- 


cient management of the skilful and gen- 
tlemanly officers employed 011 the farm, of 
whom Oeorge Bonlton i» Superintendent, 
Rev. Ii. W. Hawkins bookkeeper and 
ca-hier, and Jobn P. Bincrtft Farm 
Manager.
